The adjustment mechanism is ,engaged 
by first removing the spring and the 
rubber snubber, then compressing the 
shock fully and (once you can feel it 
engage) rotating the shaft clockwise to 
increase the damping. Most Konis come 
set at the lightest damping and are set 
progressively stiffer to compensate for 
wear. 

To the best of our knowledge, they 
are not rebuildable in the conventional 
sense, though a few speed specialty 
firms make aluminum bodies for them.

they tell me I'm 90th Novice! Now that 
might not sound exciting to you, but it 
was fantastic to me. After all, there 
were 1500 Novices out there. I had to 
fight back the temptation to really gas it 
and try and pick up positions; I wanted 
to maintain my steady pace. 

Somewhere along the way I 
remember the wet dry lake. I also 
remember last year when some riders 
launched themselves into orbit when 
they hit a dropoff about halfway across. 
Sure enough, there it was, and I could 
see where a few had crashed already. I 
sure didn't want to be here when the 
main pack of Novices came through. 

The course this year seemed to be 
much more tiring than last year (or 
maybe I'm just a year older). It was 
more choppy, which made riding up on 
the pegs mandatory. Very, very tiring. 
The silt was the worst, though. It hid 
ruts which caused many crashes. I talked 
to my club members and most of their 
crashes. were caused by the ruts. 

Leaving the second gas stop, I was 
looking forward to the ride up into the 
mountains like last year. It was the best 
part of the course. This year, however, 
they swung us out into sand washes for 
miles and miles and I knew the course 
wasn't going to be the same. Sure 
enough, we finally ended up on a 
powerline road over the mountains and 
bypassed that really neat canyon of last 
year. Too bad. 


Coming down, I could see the dry 
lake at State Line, the last gas stop! The 
old trusty four-stroke Honda was still 
running great, the tires still had air 
(wonder of wonders) and I was still 
feeling good. 

My strategy was paying off as I was 
passing riders who were tiring by now. 
Most desert racers just aren’t used to 
going out and racing an honest 100 
miles or more. They go out to a typical 
advertised race of 80 miles and think 
they have ridden that far. I went to one 
a few weeks ago and I clocked their 
"80-mile" race on my speedometer. 
Would you believe 61.9 miles? Two 
other speedometer clockings confirmed 
mine. 

Got gas at State Line and only 40 
more miles to go! Wow, was the 
adrenalin flowing now! There is this 
little hill at the end of the lake which 
they use every year and I was so 
pumped up I hit the hill flat out and 
scattered spectators everywhere. I was 
really wired. I remember telling myself 

, to "cool it, don't do anything stupid 





now." I settled. down so much that a 
good friend of mine, Roy Sheridan of 
the Desert M.C. came up next to me on 
a fire road and yelled at me and scared 
the hell out of me. I bet I jumped a foot 
off of my bike. I knew I was doing 
fairly good if I was staying up with Roy. 
He's pretty fast. I chased him all the 
way to the railroad tracks where I lost 
him in the silt dust as he was passing a 
rider. 

Another check and the checker tells 
me only 10 more miles to go. Boy were 
those last 10 miles tough! Drop-offs, 
silt, ruts and you name it. Having to ride 
the last 10 miles standing up was almost 
unbearable. Another check? He tells me 
only three miles to go. I am really 
pumped up. The checker was almost as 
excited as me. He was getting caught up 
in the mood also. I think that is what 
makes the race what it is. 

The last three miles. I couldn't 
believe it. I finally realized I was going 
to make it after all. Hell, I was going to 
carry the bike in if I had to. There is the 
finish, what a mob of people. I'm so 
excited I'm jumping up and down on 
my bike. I spot my wife and she is going 
bananas. She knows how much this 
means to me. 

The whole finish scene is incredible. 
Everyone is congratulating you like you 
won the race. Riders who are in may be 
dead tired but they are caught up in the 
celebration. Families and friends of riders 
who are in are whooping it up. Others 
who are still waiting are a little more 
subdued. They aren’t sure if their rider 
will make it or not. 

I rmember the woman writing 460 or 
so on my tank card so I know I did 
fairly good (for me). Now our club 
riders start to come in. There‘s my best 
friend Terry, who rode with two teeth 
out of his idler gear. That’s a hell of a 
way to ride, not knowing if your 
transmission was going to hold up. We 
had a few club members riding who had 
never ridden a desert race, much less 
Barstow-to-Vegas. Fred Blanton 
finished his very first race (other than 
an enduro). 

At last count, just before five o’clock 
when I had to leave to get our hotel 
room, we had 11 finishers out of 18 
starters. And there were three still on 
the course. Not bad for an enduro club. 

I think I ran the hotel out of hot 
water when I took my shower. I let 
much of the Mojave Desert go down the 
drain. You know what I’m thinking as I 


write this? I can’t wait for next year. @ |

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Motorcycle racing’s roughest divi- 
sion — nitty gritty, steel shoe, 
knee-banging, Friday night dirt 
track combat — has final 
duced a sweetheart. Her name is 
Diane Cox. The 18-year-old lady 
from Salem, Oregon, is the very 
first female motorcycle racer to 
attain bikedom’s status symbol, an 
Expert racing license from the American 
Motorcycle Association. On September 
27, 1974, at Ascot Park in Gardena, 
California, Ms. Cox, riding a 750cc 
Triumph motorcycle, earned the right 
to compete in races throughout the 
world with a select few riders — the 
best. Her reaction was characteristically 
understated. 


"I never thought Fd get enough 
points this season to make it... those 
guys are pretty fast,” said Diane Cox. 
“I'm not out there to prove I’m better 








than the guys. I don't like Women's Lib 
— that's not why I'm doing it. I'm Just 
having fun and, of course, winning’s 
fun." 

Would she like to be Grand National 
Champion — motorcycle racing's highest 
achievement? Diane Cox paused. “I’m 
not sure I’m physically strong enough, 
and besides, I don’t know enough about 
road racing to even be on the same track 
with Kenny Roberts.” Then Diane 
added with a little smile, “Not 
Neto ie 

Diane Cox is the youngest of three 
sisters and the only member of her 
closely-knit family who has ever raced. 
Her father, a carpet salesman in Salem, 
is a motorcycle enthusiast, however, and 
he was responsible for Diane’s 
introduction to motorcycling at the age 
of 10. At 11, Diane entered her first 
motocross competition in Albany, 
Oregon, and did well enough to earn her 
family's wholehearted support ever 
since. “Mom and Dad — and sometimes 


Grandpa — come with me to all the 
races. Whenever I win, we all win 
together. It's really neat," Diane says. 


"When I first started racing, everyone 
— my boyfriend, my friends at school — 
thought it was just a big joke. And I 
guess then I was just one more funky 
little kid out bouncing around on a dirt 
bike. But when I took the big Triumph 
out on a flat track and really raced, 
most of them stopped laughing. Some 
of the guys even stopped talking to me. 
I guess they knew it takes more than a 
‘joke’ to race a Triumph. I don’t think 
many people think I'm a joke 
anymore. 

For sure.

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Barstow to 
Vegas race

MOJAVE DESERT, CAL., NOV. 30 
Art Knapp led it for 20 miles from 
the smokebomb, after they picked 
up the first yellow ribbon. and 
lime spots marking the course. 
Three stripes of lime across the 
trail meant danger ahead, time to 
clamp on the brakes and look 
sharp if you're a 43-year-old man 
with responsibilties and good sense, like 
Art Knapp, leading over 3,000 desert 
hounds in the San Gabriel Valley 
Motorcycle Club’s classic cross-country 
race. 

Between the first and second check, 
Art let Jack Johnson and Anthony 
Caldwell Bakken by and Johnson broke 
trail until his Husky holed a piston in 
the 4,000 foot air. Bobby Balentine 
then forced his way forward and led the 
world's largest motor race through 
checks two and three, but his rear tire 
went away and he gave up all hope of 
the win, though Balentine still rode his 
Husky all but the last 10 miles of the 
race until its wheel collapsed within 
sight of the Las Vegas skyline. 

That left A.C. Bakken comfortably in 
the- lead, wondering where -his 
Husqvarna buddy Mitch Mayes was. 
Mitch had destroyed his front wheel in 
the tumultous start and arrived 12th at 
the first checkpoint. Losing time in the 
pits, Mayes replaced the offending 
wheel and “really started motocrossing 
it," as he said later. Shortly the rear tire 
went flat on Mayes' Husky and further 
time was lost at the next pitstop 
repairing it. 

After par Mayes held it hard on and 


caught with the leader some 
two- cT alf hours after the start. 
The  Barstow-Vegas course, which 


actually begins some 30 miles east of 
Barstow, California, parallels the main 
Las Vegas freeway near its end. From 
the road the progress of Mayes and 
Bakken could be traced by the giant jet 
of dust the tandem Huskies were 
producing. It was like watching a 
dirt-burning locomotive, fast as a bullet, 
streaking to Las Vegas. A mile or so 
behind, you could make out smaller 
chuffs of dirt raised by third place Art 
Knapp, the five-year veteran of desert 
duels, letting the kids fight it out. 

A.C. and Mitch are too well-matched 
to be competitors. They rode into the 
finish wheel-to-wheel, shaking hands, 
three-and-a-half hours after they 
started over 160 miles away. It was a 
tie, a “dead heat," if you want to 
dramatize it. “We tossed a coin out 
there," they said to the scorer. It was 
decided that A.C. would be officially 
declared the winner, since Mitch won it 
last year? 

This was the race that had been 
pre-run over thousands of Thanksgiving 
tables last Thursday, the race that 
anyone with $12 and a scooter and an 
AMA card could run. You put your wife 
at one gas stop and your father-in-law at 
the other and hoped your Hastevarna 
held together while you paced yourself 
to finish. 


A full yellow moon on the eve of the 
race shone on a temporary city the size 
(it seemed) of Barstow itself, made of 
vans amd campers and motorhomes 
assembled on the barren Mojave 
between the Harvard and Field Road 
offramps. Pit racers exploded the night 
and cackled like roosters at the dawning 
of raceday. The start was early to beat 
the winter darkness. Amateurs, Experts, 
Sidehacks, Dunecycles and Powder 
Puffs went off at 8 a.m., followed by all

Mazda RX-4 rotary engine truck 


By Charles Clayton 


Man does not live by motorcycle 


alone. 


Sometimes 


little hauler, a rolled-up window 
ride. This little sports truck with 


the trick engine is fine if you’re 
ready for comfort, torque and 
handling in big-for-Japan dimen- 
sions. We recommend it for what 


it is, not what it isn’t. It isn’t an 
economy car. 

The Mazda RX-4 truck we tested for 
two weeks and 1,000 miles had 12,000 
miles on the dial when we picked it up

one needs a 





from the distributor. You can always 
tell better from a high miler what an 
owner can expect his car to be like in 
service. And a rotary engine is, 
well...new-fangled to this day. We 
needn't have worried, since the machine 
is covered for three years or 50,000 
miles by a parts-and-labor guarantee. 
Toyo Kogyo is that certain of their 80” 
(measured in two chambers), 
slow-turning twin. You can cook the 
engine by running it past the redline 
(7,500) too long, but if you do, the 
“voice of Toyo Kogyo,” the makers, 
hoots disapprovingly from a speaker 
hidden somewhere in the cab. 

If driven at a normally-furious Los 
Angeles pace, the slightly-worn hauler 
gulped a gallon of lead-free every 16% 
miles, carrying up to three people and 
one or two bikes. That’s not bad 
mileage for a truck that’s got a “thermal

reactor” smog control nearly as big as 
the motor. As delivered, the Mazda 
rotary is the cleanest gas-burner in 
California and a real smog-fighter. If 
you happen to like the purple-feathered 
sunsets that our pollution is famous for, 
there is a book that tells how to retune 
the rotary for upwards of 20 MPG, my 
neighbor, who owns a Mazda station 
wagon with license ‘“HMMMMM” 
informs me. 

So the Mazda is not quite an 
economy truck, which it doesn’t 
pretend to be. It is a high performing 
pavement handler when you want it to 
be. Ours had the four-speed stick shift 
and the optional automatic need not be 
considered unless you are paralyzed, 
since it pulls away smoothly from 1500 
RPM in fourth gear, unladen. The 
gearbox „is fully synchromeshed and 
delightful to use when you want to 
experience all 110 horsepower or 117 
pounds/feet of torque. Yet when idling 
traffic puts your extremeties to sleep, 
the truck won’t complain if you leave it 
in second or third speed, treating it just 
like a dynaflo. 

Creature comforts are well-appointed 
in the Mazda truck cab. Everything is 
tough and durable yet, somehow, plush. 
To call it a “luxurious” cab would be 
stretching, but close. Our test truck had 
a very good quality AM radio ($69) and 
a heater that could scorch our throttle 
foot. Driving through the scenery at 58 
MPH, with the tachometer just needling 
3500 .RPM and the windows shut, the 
loudest sound you hear is the tires going 
hmmm while the engine faintly chimes 
this one steady note. It is truly œ 
transcendent high in motoring. For 
$3495 (about $300 over the 
peasant-model J-trucks) and 16-to-20 
miles per glug, depending on how yow 
treat your smog, this little truck is a 
good value these days. Check it out at 
the Mazda man’s and ask him when he 
thinks there’ll be a Mazda RX-4 van. e

Pro-Tech fuel tank sealant 


By John Ulrich 


This zinc-chromate, interior fuel tank slushing compound is made to seal up 
leaking gas tanks from the inside. We found another use for it. We had this 
DKW, see, and on the trip over from the Black Forest or where ever, a whole 


bunch of rust formed inside the gas tank. 


This rust flaked off so bad fuel filters wouldn't stop it, not even multiple 
beer-can size car fuel filters. On top of that, reserve wouldn’t work ‘cause rust 
particles blocked off the reserve screen of the petcock. 

What did we do? Clean out the tank with soap and water, rinse well, let 
dry for several days, and apply six coats of this stuff. That's roughly twenty 
dollars worth, not counting the first coat which flaked off ‘cause we didn’t 
back it up with other coats the first time around. 

The many coats of this sickly-yellow liquid-turned-‘‘rubber” has contained 
the rust, and no more little flakes show up in the carb. It worked where a 
plastic tank wouldn’t (being illegal in Production road racing) and solved the 
problem. At $9.95 a quart, though, it’s a mite pricey. 


a VDO speedometer so I didn’t get a 
chance to test this, part of it as my 
Honda speedometer wouldn't fit. 
However I question the ability of the 
two plastic mounting straps to carry the 
weight of the speedo and chart holder. 
The chart holder itself clamps to the 
cross bar and holds a pocket watch. The 
rollers lift out for easy loading of your 
roll chart. The plastic turning knobs are 
slippery in use and turn at a slow ratio. 
If you chart every minute like I do, it's 
hard to keep the minutes up to date 
with the actual time. Filing some 
serrations would help get a grip on 
things. I would like to see Hillmart 
make a roll chart holder without the 
watch holder (for us 8-day clock users) 
so the width could be reduced. If you 
use the pocket watch holder feature it’s 
just fine. I used some different] 
mounting straps to mount mine.

Perhaps some of the 
incongruities and ambivalence can be 
taken out of this situation, and to that 
end Cycle News modestly undertakes to 
propose a “Code of Ethics for Repairee 
Behavior.” It reads. 


Do not expect your mechanic to 
are your discomfort. 

Involvement with the  repairee's 
uffering over his crippled scoot might 
ause the mechanic to lose his valuable 
objectivity. We all know that you want 
o go riding ten minutes after you bring 
it in, but the mechanic wanted to go 
iding ten minutes before you brought it 
n 


Be cheerful at all times. 

Your friendly local mechanic leads a 
usy and trying life and requires all the 
indness and gentleness he can get. 
eople only come to see him when they 
ire in trouble. There is no need to bring 
andy or flowers, just a smile, and 
aybe he won’t leave a screwdriver in 
our cases. 


Do not suffer from breakdowns 
that you cannot afford. 
It is sheer arrogance to develop a 
chanical problem that is beyond your 
inancial means. 
Pay your motorcycle repair bills 
promptly and willingly. 
You should consider it a privilege to 
ontribute to the well-being, care and 
eding of your mechanic and his family 
or two reasons. He won't give you your 
bike until you pay, and frowning causes 
yrinkles. 
Do not complain if the repairs fail 
o stop the problem. 
You must have faith in your 
echanic. If your bike isn't performing 





up to par and you have it fixed and it 
still isn't peforming — maybe you're the 
problem. 


Do not call every day to see if it is 
done, 

When you call a mechanic to ask if 
your bike is fixed yet, don’t he sur- 
prised if he replies that it would be if he 
didn’t have to answer the phone every 
three minutes. If you call twice a day to 
see if your scoot is ready to roll, don’t 
wonder why the handlebars fall off in 
the first big jump. 


Never use the name of your 
mechanic in vain. 

The repairer-repairee relationship is a 
privileged one, and you have the sacred 
duty of protecting him from exposure. 
Any shortcomings that have come to 
light in the course of getting your 
scooter fixed should go to the grave 
with you. Failure to remain discreet 
could result in your going to your grave 
earlier than you had planned. 


Try to have your motorcycle 
suffer from breakdowns serious 
enough to be treated. 

Remember that your friendly local 
mechanic has a professional reputation 
to uphold. 78% of all the work he gets 
in his shop says "WILL NOT RUN" on 
the repair tag, of which 23.876 of these 
are simply out of gas, 35.2% have fouled 
spark plugs, 14% have dead batteries, 
and the remaining 5% have something 
wrong with them. 

The patient — doctor, lawyer — 
client, priest — confessor and motor- 
cycle mechanic — repairee relationships 
are rare moments in this depersonalized 
society in which we live. They are true 
love bonds; the love you have for your 
scoot and the love he has for your 
money.

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The ultimate Sherpa T 


Impressions of a polish 


By Lane Campbell 


Americans 


know Sammy Miller 


well as the dean of all trials riders 


and as the 


developer 


of the 


original Bultaco Sherpa T which 


set the direction of trials bike 
development for a decade hence. 
Lesser known is Sammy’s thriving 
goodies trade out of his shop in 
England. This was our first opportunity 
to see first-hand what improvements 
Sammy's special frame and other 
embellishments would work on a 352cc 
Sherpa T. 

If you already own a Bul trialer, the 
conversion is literally a bolt-up. Strip 
your engine, wheels, forks . and 
bodywork from your machine and slip 


them into the Miller chassis. In addition 
to the Miller frame-swingarm, the test 
bike had Sammy Miller modified Girling 
shocks, alloy bars, alloy airbox, Miller 
fender stays (good for a noticeable 
amount of fork bracing), and a Miller 
upper fork crown. Its dry weight is 192 
pounds (vs. 206 stock), and wet it 
weighed 198, with the weight tipped 
slightly further forward than stock. 
Compared to the stock frame, it has 
about three-fourths inch more trail and 
one to one-and-a-half degrees more 
steering rake.

The swingarm is longer, the engine 
sits further back in the frame, and the 
footpegs are just over an inch behind 
the swingarm pivot, as opposed to 
five-eighths ahead of it on the stock 
frame. 

What all these seemingly minute 
differences add up to is a tremendous 
confidence builder to an experienced 
but somewhat discouraged over-the-hill 
trials rider. Miller hails from the rocky 
north country, they say, and it shows in 


the bike, for its strongest point must be ` 


its ability to skip lightly over tumbled, 
jumbled rocks with absolute precision. 
The front end can be bounced lightly 
from rock to rock at will, and the rear 
follows as if it were on a leash. 

One thing both testers noticed was 
that you had to consciously bear down 
and put your weight onto the bars to 
get it to turn willingly. Once this trick is 
mastered (and it shows up in pictures as 
part of Sammy’s style) the bike will 
literally go anywhere you point it. 

Power, tractability, throttle control 
all carry over from the stock “T,” 
because virtually nothing is changed in 





the powertrain. The biggest difference is 
again felt on the rocks, where the rear 
suspension seems to read the terrain for 
you. Whatever you dial on is what you 
get in response. In the soft, powdery 
stuff, there’s little difference, and 
progress . becomes | a matter of 
momentum mangement. 

There's more to the package if you 
want it, trick alloy bodywork and alloy 
exhaust system. Ours was stock in these 
respects, and we wonder if these extra 
goodies will do much more than swell 
the rider's ego, or worse, make him 
over-cautious to avoid doing something 
super-expensive. 

Our only complaint about the 
Sammy Miller T is we didn’t get to ride 
it enough. We don’t recommend 
purchase of a $295 frame to everybody 
who thinks he can buy himself a better 
ride, but if you've fully plumbed the 
capabilities of your stock Sherpa T to 
the point you think you're a better rider 
than it is a motorcycle, the Sammy 
Miller conversion is the next logical 
step. The ol' boy knows how to build 
‘em. e

miles from anywhere, via a 


narrow, cliff-clinging road that’s a 
cafe racer’s workout, is a cinnabar 


(mercury ore) 


that became a liability to the New 
Idria Mining Company in 1972, 
due to the rising cost of labor. To 
mechanic Duane Dotson and ex- 


terminator Ben Smith, both dirt riders 
from San Rafael, California and to 
lawyer Ken Larson, director of San 
Francisco’s United Federal Savings & 
Loan, the place is a biker’s dream in the 
rough. They see it as the seed kernel of 
a motorcycle community and are 
organizing a trust which, if fully funded, 
could buy and develop the town and 
3700 acres of prime mountain riding 
land, located adjacent to open-for-riding 
BLM forest. 

Their goal — to attract upwards of 
300 stockholders willing to invest 
$1,000 each in fully-secured ownership 
interest, plus as many $25-a-year 
members as needed to put the fund over 
the top. They need $330,000 to meet 
the asking price. 

They have already turned down one 
potential investor’s offer of $75,000. 
“We don’t want one fat cat to control 
this, if the deal goes through,” Ben 
Smith explains. "We're going to run this 
with an elected board of directors, and 
it's going to be operated in the, interest 


mining town 


of the members, not to suit one big 
shareholder who can sell us all out." 

The town has over 30 buildings, a 
reservoir, a working water system and at 
least one telephone. The area is laced 
with fire roads, mining access roads, 
trails, creeks and ,ready-made trials 
sections, plus just enough pavement for 
a classic pavement/dirt GP. 

First goal after purchase will be to 
develop the existing town as a bikers’ 
resort, hosting weekly events, 
converting the cookhouse to a gaslight 
beer garden and cantina, using the 
general store as a gas station and parts 
outlet, and making the bunkhouses over 
into hotel, camping and rental units. 
Ben and Duane look at it as a full-time 
opportunity and plan to move in 
permanently, along with other willing 
members to form a full-time staff. 

By turning down the  fat-cat 
contributor, they have chosen to do it 
the hard way — appealing directly to the 
individual riders and -enthusiasts. All 
money received will go into a safe trust 
to be held until the sale goes through. If 
it doesn’t make it, all money will be 
returned.

During November, the Forest Service held a 
series of meetings on proposed uses of Little 
Kern Planning Unit — one of several in the 
Sequoia National Forest. Here are the 
management alternatives the Forest Service 
has served up for Little Kern: 


A: Maintain existing management, with 99,700 acres 
trail access — no roads. Trail, 203 miles, 64 miles 
open for bikes. 

B: Trail access, primitive recreation. 215 miles of 
trails, 95 miles open to bikes BUT with a 125cc 
engine limit and permit entry control. Provides best 
access for bikes, but conditions are pretty bad. 


C: Timber harvest. Favors loggers, but would allow 
free riding in 49,000 acre logging area, plus 50 miles 
of open trail in trail access area. If you can live with 
logging, the best about this alternative is no engine 
restrictions. 

D: Wilderness Study Area. The motor-hater’s dream. 
Not much to recommend it from the biker's 
viewpoint. à 

E: Trailbike access and timber harvest. Like “C” 
only with engine size limit. Bummer. 


F: Wilderness study area, selective timber harvest, 
and moderate recreation. An attempt at “all things 
for all people," it just crams the various user groups 
into tighter areas. In a political stalemate, we’d have 
to live with it. 


G: Wilderness study area, trail access, and optimum 
timber harvest. In a sense, it’s like “F,” only it givés 
trail bikers more room. 110 miles of trails, 60 of 
them open to bikes. Engine size limit and permit 
entry control. Big Brother’s finest hour. 


Clubs and individuals with an interest in the area 
should write their comments and request to be put on 
the Forest Service mailing list. Write U.S. Forest 
Service, Sequoia National Forest, 900 West Grand 
Avenue, Porterville, California 93257. 


If you need a sense of urgency to get you off it, read 
this letter from one of the few riders who attended a 
meeting to try to stop another land use rip-off. 


I was one of the few motorcycle riders at the 
meeting. The “‘tote-goat”’ riders and the local jeep 
club had more people there than anyone else. In 
listening to the various comments, I noticed a very 


negative attitude toward motorcyclists and_ trail 
riders. A lot of people there at the meeting wanted 
this area closed to motor vehicles; ie., motorcycles. 
Plan “D’’ — The Wilderness Study Area — is being 
pushed very heavily by the Sierra Club and friends 
along with our own State Fish & Game department. 
Of course, if plan “D” or any variation of wilderness 
study area is chosen, then trail bikers are eliminated 
automatically and we have another place closed to us. 


Even the plans that do allow trail biking have 
permit requirements, control stations and most 
ridiculous of all an engine size limitation of 125cc. 
This little gem was requested by a local tote-goat 
dealer and the California Trail Bike Club, the 
tote-goat owners group. Where were the enduro riders, 
trail riders and motorcyclists? An engine size limit 
was cited by the Forest Service as a way to stop the 
"motocross" bikes (his words) from using the trails in 
our national forest. The Forest Service got no input 
at all from the motorcyclists, so we got the shaft. 

Cycle News readers, get your comments in to the 
Forest Service by December 31, 1974. There is still 
time to change the situation, but it will be an uphill 
fight because of the riders apathy.

Well, this is the motorcycle that 


really started 


it all, 


isn’t it? 


Karl-Heinz rolled Adolf’s ratty- 
looking 400 with the well-worn 


alloy tank and the chipped paint 
frame out of the blue Maico van 
back in July of 1973 and immedi- 
ately threw a tarp over the rear of 
it, waving off photographers and 


questions. But when Adolf and, of 
course, Willi raced in that Belgian 
International, everybody lining the 


track could see these prototype Bilsteins 
(or were they Konis?) mounted halfway 
up the swingarm and they could see that 
the rear end never, well, hardly ever, 
hopped around but just kind of flowed 
over the ruts; never at an unseemly 
angle. It was only by nearly throwing 


his bike into the woods and his body 


down the track that Roger DeC. beat 
Adolf at the finish line while the 
German was completely unflappable. 

It was only a few weeks after that 
before everybody racing motocross in 
GPs or Internationals had moved the 
shock mounting positions forward on 
frame or swingarm, or both, and only a 
few months after that until everybody 
(well, nearly everybody) at Ruttenbump 
Racetrack had tried to do the same 
thing. Then everybody from factory GP 
rider to First-Day-Beginner-Mini-Under- 
16 could watch, and feel, their shock 
damping go away. The main difference 
was that the GP rider could write off 
the set of wasted dampers to R&D and

grab some new ones out of the van for 
the next moto. But something had 
really happened via Maico (even ifit didn't 
always work in less skilled hands) 
whether it came from native Teutonic 
genius or a low-budget response to the 
Yamaha monoshock, on which 
Andersson, Van Velthoven, Jonsson, 
and Tarao Suzuki were running rampant 
all over European circuits last year. For 
this and other strange collections of 
reasons, Long(er) Travel Rear 
Suspension was The Thing of the season 
in motocross competition for the simple 
reason that, when done right, it allowed 
the fast to go faster. The concept wasn’t 
really new but Maico had reapplied it in 
anew way. 

It was only about 16 months later 
that you could, if you had the requisite 
funding, satisfy your very own needs 
with a copy of a machine that was a GP 
secret weapon only the season past. On 
top of that, we got an orange one. It 
was an orange Maico that had been 
used, that being one reality in the often 
absurd microcosm of motojournalism, 
but not, thankfully, used up. Now get 
ready to believe this, since I have not 
found a price worth deceiving you for: 
we never did use it up. Yes, maybe your 
friend has DNF’d three out of three 





races on his last year’s model Maico, but. 
it is a fact of our existence together that 
Ive never had a Maico break. I mean 
really break, with snapping bolts and 
lunched gearboxes and the things legend 
has it that they do regularly. They have 
run well under me but this one 
particularly, this 1975 model 400 
motocross close-ratio Maico, has the 
rare quality of making you feel magic 
on a motocross course. (Of course, if for 
perfectly good reasons involving reality 
contacts you don’t want to feel magic, 
don’t ride a 400 Maico GP.) 

The feel is that you can do no wrong 
as long as the motor keeps motoring and 
the suspension keeps suspending, not 
even necessarily perfectly, but within a 
20% tolerance of what they were 
designed to do. The 400 Maico enables a 
Novice with nothing to prove in the 
Machismo Department to take the 
downhill at the site of the U.S. 500 GP 
tapped in fourth gear, which is the 
highest number in the Maico’s gearbox. 
In the close ratio model tested, that 
number isn’t high enough. Nor is 
messing with the sprocket sizes a 
completely satisfactory answer. Some 
courses will require a fifth gear that 
doesn’t exist but lacking it, those same 
courses will be partially susceptible to

another tooth up front or a few less in 
the rear. By some coincidence of 
German mathematics and American 
topography, the UR Maico 400 gearing 
is just about perfect for the U.S. 500 GP 
course. which helps explain how Willi 
Bauer won there in '73. 


The new Maico also enables you to 
attack those bumpy uphills and the 
roller coaster of whoop-dee-dos you 
never did like just as quickly as seems 
interesting to you at the time. And 
when the turn comes at the end, as a 
turn almost always does, the 400 Maico 
lets you decide whether to get really 
tight and waste no time on the inside 
straight line, or loop wide and soft, or 
“Class C” around the turn with a 
roostertail that wows the kids and 
wastes your time — if you're racing. But 
it's your choice. You've paid your 
money. 

Now it won't do all this without 
requiring some compromise and 
awareness on the rider’s part. You never 
have to pay attention to anything the 
400 Maico does. It won’t hurt you even 
while its potential remains unused. If 
you do pay attention, you will soon 
notice that at speed, hitting sharp 
bumps, the new forks with nickel-steel 


tubes and dual internal springs are 
harsher than last year’s model. They 
may still be the best on a production 
motorcycle — of any kind — but they 
are not as best in control and lack of 
harshness as before. Part of that stems 
from the fact that the new rear 
suspension and frame are putting 
different demands on the front 
suspension. 


If you’re still paying attention to 
your ride, you'll feel the rear end kick 
up as it gets unloaded coming out of 
corners or, to a less extent, over 
dropaway jumps. If you are gassing it 
very hard and very soon as you exit or 
during all that short distance you should 
be making through the air, you won’t 
notice it as much. At first it feels like 
somebody has run up behind you and 
bashed you in the back wheel. It is no 
longer unsettling when you discover the 
cure for this feeling: turn the right hand 
twist grip toward you. 


Yes, yes. In acceleration mode, really 
pushing and waiting until the revs 
embarrass you into shifting, the 
suspension goes all smooth and 
indomitable. Faster is almost always 
better on this 400 Maico. Gearing, or 
cojones of the resident rider, will limit

top speed before frame or suspension 
start to interfere. 


Meanwhile, back in the pits, our hero 
prepares to start the 400 Maico. Our 
early” production example had a 36mm 
Bing to carburete the 386cc of 
displacement; any 400s you now 
purchase will have a 38mm Bing 
attached to the cylinder. This 
attachment itself is much improved over 
previous year’s models in that the carb 
doesn’t fall off, either at the cylinder or 
airbox end. Some serious riders are even 
venturesome enough to leave off the 
rubber band and spring carb retainers 
that were a feature of most previous 
Maicos that were raced to finish. 


Starting involves tickling the 36 Bing 
as one would a Jikov 2932 carb. (The 
38mm variety is more forgiving of the 
heavy finger, pulls as well at low end 
and a bit more at top RPM but 
consumes pre-mix at an incredible rate. 
A sand course and a heavy throttle hand 
might well run the stock 1.8 gallon tank 
dry in a 45-minute moto. The 36 is 
more miserly with petrol.) Then pull in 
on the compression release valve handle, 
twist just a taste of throttle on, and 
come down on the kickstarter with a 
strong, loose-legged follow-through, just 


like you see the pros in the Trans-AMA 
do. 

Our personal adaptation to this bike, 
which like some old British singles is a 
very individual motorcycle, was good. It 
had a reluctance to start when warm but 
otherwise responded to our unspoken 
man-machine agreement even when 
others couldn't bump it alive. The 
Maico is a racing motorcycle that 
requires your involvement like few 
others but if you are willing and able to 
give it, rewards you like few others do. 
You can win races, or place better than 
you ever anticipated, on a 400 Maico 
even when you cannot do it on other 
makes. 

The time spent with the new 400 was 
like an.affair with a beautiful, very sexy, 
but often aggravating woman. It 
requires lots of care and attention, if 
you want the relationship to last, but in 
those moments of truth by which life’s 
successes are measured, she delivers 
pleasure worth every minute. of the 
fuming and frustration. 

The final sentiment, after three weeks 
when Maico manager C.H. Wheat asked 
for his bike back, was one of regret: for 
every day we had the bike and weren’t 
riding or racing it. The lost

Dave Page 
and Guy Racuya had a race-long fight 
going on their Yamahas with Page 
getting the better. 

With Ed Unini's Honda blown from 
the 150-miler at Ontario last weekend, 
the Open Production race here could 
easily have gone to Jim Lipanovich on 
his 500 Suzuki had it not been for his 
left muffler bidding adieu on the third 
lap and David  Garoutte, 250cc 
Production class points leader, pressing 
hard on his heels. This was Dave's first 
ride on a very quick Honda 500. Marty 
Siegal was the first 750 on a Kawasaki 
up there with Lipanovich and Garoutte.

and a mile-per-hour speedometer rather 
than the kilometer version mounted on 
our test bike. 

Let's go riding. One touch of the 
starter button, with throttle off, and the 
rotary comes to life. Sitting still and 
blipping the engine you get the same 
gyro movement as a BMW. As you pull 
off in the first of six available gears you 
immediately notice the smoothness of 
the Wankel. In our case, it felt so 
smooth that we turned the engine past 
the 6,400 rpm redline without realizing 
it. No complaint from the Wankel, just a 
later complaint from Doug, who 
informed us that while it’ll pull all the 
way to heaven, excessive rotor tip wear 
is the price one pays for not observing 
the redline. 

Up through the gears and through 
some start-stop, right and left hand turn 
maneuvers emphasized the smoothness 
and response of the engine and the 
overall good handling of the 350 pound 
machine. The low center of gravity and 
the resulting handling became obvious 
bending into a fast sweeper, Carrying 
the load are 18" tires (3.00-front and 
3.25 rear) with Ceriani forks and 
Marzocchi rear shocks. The shocks 
feature five position adjustment. 

With Doug following on a Z-1, we 
headed for a nearby interstate highway 
and before we knew it Doug pulled 
alongside and pointed to his speedo. 
*80 - 80!" The Hercules felt like it was 








cruising at 60. Not being familiar with a 
Kilometer speedometer, we would have 
been instant bait for the local Smokey. 
Aiding in the lack of attention to high 
speed is the “overdrive” sixth gear. 
While we didn’t push the bike above 80, 
Hercules claims an apparently 
non-optimistic 93 mph to-end. 

Just as effortless as the acceleration 
and cruising is the braking. The Wankel 
2000 provides instant stopping through 
an 11.8 inch diameter hydraulic disc up 
front and a 7" diameter hub brake in 
the rear. We made numerous “panic” 
stops and noticed no fading in either 
brake. 

Hercules claims 43 miles per gallon 
and according to Doug's records of his 
trip from Columbus to Atlanta, he got 
40 to 45 mpg at 70 and 75 mph. (He 
made the run in 11 hours and swears he 
was running 80 mph at times, but we 
won't tell anyone.) With a tank capacity 
of 4 1/2 gallons, the Wankel 2000 will 
enable you to pass many a gas station 
on a trip. 

The twin exhaust pipes have heat 
shields that run the full length of the 
mufflers. Riding the bike at night points 
out the neccessity of the shields as the 
header pipes actually glow when the 
engine is ridden for an extended period 
of time at speed. The obviously high 
engine temperature doesn't appear to 
affect engine performance and actually 
serves as a foot warmer due to the air

cooling setup. Air enters the large fan at 
the front of the engine and is forced 
over the head and exits just behind the 
base of the head, right where your feet 
are. Instant heater. 

Our only major bitch about the 
Hercules 2000 came to a head when we 
gassed up. Ala a two-stroke one must 
mix gas and oil, and unlike most 
two-stroke street bikes of the 
mid-seventies the Hercules doesn't have 
an oil injection system. Sachs is 
currently developing an injection system 
and we're told that they expect to have 
it operative in the near future. 

What does it sound like? That's the 
question we were most often asked after 
we told people we had ridden the 
Hercules Wankel. Well, for starters it 
doesn't go hmmmmmm;. In fact it 
sounds very much like a twin cylinder 
two-stroke when idling and while 
moving down the road at about 5500 
rpm it sounds like a very quiet jet 
engine. The jet sound comes from the 
cooling fan and lets you know that 
you're on a bike powered by something 
other than a conventional engine. 

If you want to be the first person on 
your block to have a Hercules Wankel 
you better have a pocketfull of 
greenbacks. The price of this West 
German engineering marvel will be just 
under $2,000 and the. first handful 
should reach our shores in January, Is 
the price too high ? We don’t think so. 


For your money you'll receive a unique 
motorcycle that is at home riding 
around town; twisting down a country 
road or touring across the country on 
interstate highways. 

Paint the tank silver, add a cafe racer 
fairing. . .Gawd! I can hear those necks 
snapping now. e.

It didn’t seem to faze him, however, 
since he worked his way through the 
pack and into the lead again. The final 
moto was a replay of the second with 
the same handicap at the start, but once 
again he herded his way through traffic 
and made it a clean sweep for the day.

Part nine: Riding technique, cont'd. 





Lightening the rear end 

Here's another trick from trials riding 
that you will find useful at any speed. 

Imagine you are out fun-riding 
somewhere and you are in a gully with 
steep sides. You decide to climb up one 
of the sides. It has a square corner on 
top. You get up there and get the front 
wheel over the edge of the bank. You 
are now going pretty slowly and 
traction is poor there on the bank where 
the rear wheel is trying to claw its way 
up and over the edge. 

What can you do to help the rear 
wheel get over the edge? Get your 
weight off it so it only has to lift itself 
and the back part of the motorcycle. It 
may have traction enough to do that 
but if you force it to lift your weight in 
addition it may just slip and slide an 
stall. N 

The rear wheel is coming up over the 
edge of the bank. You are standing on 
the pegs and you want to lighten the 
load the rear wheel is lifting. Just bend 
your knees as the bike comes up under 
you. The back part of the bike is gaining 
altitude but because you are bending 
your knees, your body is not gaining 


` altitude. Therefore the rear wheel is not 


lifting your weight. 

After the wheel gets up on top of the 
bank, then you can straighten your legs 
and assume your normal position in 
respect to the motorcycle. 


Lightening both ends 

You know how to lighten the front 
of the bike — get your weight back. You 
know how to lighten the rear end for a 
short time while the tire is climbing up 
— bend your knees as it comes up under 
you, so you are sort of floating in the 
air above the motorcycle for a brief 
moment. 

Suppose you want to unload both 
ends of the motorcycle at the same 
time. You can do it briefly although the 
method is difficult to put in words. It's 
mainly a feeling you have, as if you are 
just floating in the air for a moment 
above the motorcycle. You are not 
pushing down on the handlebars and 
you are not pushing down on the foot 
pegs, although both your hands ànd 
your feet remain in contact with the 
bike. 

Just before you get to a place where 
you want both ends of the bike to be 
light, push up with your legs as though 
you were about to jump off the 
motorcycle. Just enough to get your 
weight floating in the air for a second or 
two. 

Here are a couple of examples of 
why you would do that. 


Hole in the track 

, Sometimes there will be a deep hole 
in the path directly in front of you and 
on the line you intend to ride. You will 
lose too much time if you try to steer 
around the hole so you decide to ride 
over it. 

You know you don’t want the front 
tire to drop down into that hole, so you 
get your weight back to lighten the 
front end. You also don’t want the back 
tire to drop down into that hole. If it 
does, the lip on the far side will flip the 
back of the motorcycle up in the air and 
you will be bouncing around on the 
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track instead of laying power down and 
racing. 

As you approach the hole, get back 
and lift the front wheel over it. Then 
when the rear tire gets to the edge of 
the hole, you have to get your weight 
off it so you don't force it down into 
the hole. Just at that instant, bounce up 
off the foot pegs as though you were 
going to jump over the hole yourself. 
The rear wheel will be unloaded briefly, 
while you are floating up there, and that 
will allow it to float over the hole 
without dropping in, 

A lot of riders made. the mistake of 
doing a wheelie in a situation like that. 
They pull the front. end up and 
simultaneously drive the rear tire right 
down into the hole. You don't want to 
do that. Just lighten up both ends of the 
motorcycle and float over the hole. 


Crossing over ruts 

Last week it rained and water 
collected in a hollow. The mud got 
about a foot deep there and riders had a 
lot of fun playing in it. They left a 
bunch of deep ruts which traveled in 
straight lines through the mud hole 
because nobody could turn in the stuff. 
Where the ruts emerged from the swamp 
was not on any good line into the next 
turn. But last week, who cared? 
Everybody was just delighted to get out 
of the bog one more time. 

This week we all care about where 
those deep ruts go. They are dry now 
and the sides are firm. And they go in 
the wrong direction. 

It’s a pretty tight turn normally, but 
if you make it tight today the ruts will 
surprise you. Just as you get around the 
corner, there they are. Ready to trap 
your front wheel and then lead you off 
in the wrong direction. 

You can't go inside of the ruts 
because there are some small trees there. 
You have to ride outside of the ruts or 
get down in them. Outside is better. 

So you try that. There you are 
making a fast, wide turn which brings 
you around on the outside of the ruts. 
But the good riding line for the next 
turn is now over on the other side of the 
deep ruts. Those ruts sort of angle 
across the line you need to follow. You 
have to get across them and ride on the 
other side. You are going nearly parallel 
to them and you need to cross over 
them. 

Can you just imagine what's gonna 
happen if you let your front tire drop 
down into one of those slots in the dirt? 
I see you can — you are trembling and 
shaking. How about if you manage to 
loft your front wheel and get it across 
the first rut but then your rear tire 
drops down in? Let's see .. . front tire 
in one rut, rear tire in another 
rut...now I’m trembling and shaking 
too. 
You know what to do. Do your little 
springboard deed on the motorcycle iust 
as you start across the ruts. Both wheels 
will float across and everybody will 
wonder how the heck you did that. 


Mud holes and water crossings 
There’s something traditional about a 
mud hole on a motocross track. In a lot 
of places they happen because it rains or 
a stream crosses the property or because 








some psychopathic non-racer turns a 
faucet on. 

I don’t mind a decent little mud hole 
that you can get across in good shape if 
you go at it right and that’s what I am 
going to talk about here. Not the 
endless dismal swamp. 

If the mud hole is only a bike length 
or two across you can pick up the front 
wheel and ride through on your rear 
tire. After you see somebody else do it 
first. You get straightened out before 
you hit it and you go through it on a 
straight line. The rear tires will squish 
the mud and throw it to the side so 
there will finally be a fairly good groove 
unless somebody is throwing in more 
mud. Ride in that groove and it won't 
be too bad. The slurp will grab the sides 
of your rear tire and try to slow you 
down, so you will have to use more 
power to keep the front wheel up than 
you are accustomed to. 

A water crossing can turn into a mud 
hole, but if the bottom is sandy or 
rocky it will usually stay fairly clear and 
solid on the bottom. When you are sure 
there aren't any hidden boulders or 


bottomless pits under the surface of the | 


water, you can ride it the same way — 
front wheel up. This will help keep 
water off your engine and ignition so 
you are less likely to drown out. 
Somebody will, though. 

Jumps 

Jumps are. identified as horizontal, 
uphill and downhill. Horizontal means 
the track is at the same level before and 
after the jump. These are usually 
man-made mounds of dirt on the track 
put there by a bulldozer. 

On a downhill jump, you land at a 
lower level and on an uphill jump, it’s 
the reverse. j 

The basic idea in each case is the 
same. You should take off with the 
front wheel high, hold it that way while 
you are flying through the air, and land 
on the rear wheel first. Reduce throttle 
while you are in the air and, just at the 
instant before you rear wheel touches

down get the throttle wide open. Put 
your weight forward to keep the front 
end down and accelerate. 

When the rear tire touches the 
ground the front tire should be about 
10 inches above the ground. When you 
land with power full on, the front end 
will gradually lower itself down to the 
surface and your overall landing will be 
smooth. 

If you land without power on, the 
rear wheel will act like an anchor. The 
motorcycle will rotate forward very 
quickly and bring the front wheel down 
very hard onto the surface. The landing 
will be rough, the rider will be pitched 
forward and the motorcycle may even 
bounce. Don't do that. 

The success of the whole operation 
depends mainly on how you take off 
and doing it correctly is critical. 

If the jump is a mound of dirt on the 
track there will be a takeoff ramp up to 
the top of the mound. If you are going 
to do any slowing down, do it before 
you get to the jump. 

In any event go up the ramp with 
power on. 

Let's work on that point very 
carefully because it is extremely 
important. The way to get the front end 
up is to use power. For example to do a 
wheelie you use lots of power and this 
rotates the bike around the rear axle, 
lifting up the front wheel. 

Now consider the reverse. If you 
have the front end up in the air and you 
shut off the power, it’s just like putting 
on the rear brake. The bike will again 
tend to rotate around the rear axle and 
it will do it in the direction which brings 
the front end down. 

Suppose you are coming over the top 
of the ramp and your front wheel is 
already out in the air, but your rear tire 
is still on the ramp. If you shut off 
power right there, it will bring the front 
end down and you will dive off the 
jump nose down. Front-wheel landings 
are dangerous. 

You should keep power on until the 
rear wheel is in the air. This will launch 
you nose high, and help you get down 
that way. 

Repeat. Never reduce power until the 
rear wheel is in the air. Then close the 
throttle. about halfway, so the engine 
doesn’t race while you are in the air. 
And, of course; get it on again just 
before you touch down. 

There is another big no-no. Do not 
sit down at any time while making a 
jump. You should be on the pegs as you 
approach the jump, as you go through 
the air and as you land. 


Don't go for the altitude record 

Here's another way that beginning 
racers get led astray by pictures in the 
magazines. One of the glamour shots of 
motocross is a rider flying through the 
air all crossed up. Sometimes a 
photographer will ask me to make a 
very high jump so he can get a picture. I 
will usually do it because it’s flattering 
to get your picture taken for a 
magazine. I'll get up there just as high as 
I can, turn the front wheel over against 
the stop and stick my butt way out over 
the side of the motorcycle. If I look 
below, I see the photographer kneeling 
down or even lying on the ground so the 
picture makes me look like I am higher 
than the trees and maybe on a 
transcontinental flight with a scheduled 
landing at JFK airport. 

That isn't the way you really do it, 
friends. 

When you jump, you don't want to 
go as high as possible. You want to go as 
low as possible. The higher you go the 
longer it takes to get back down on the 
ground. 

Next time you are at a race, watch 
people go over a jump. Some go high, 
float around up there, and finally get 
back down so they can put some power 
on the ground. The fast racers stay low 
and in a very, short time they are 
touching down and their rear tires are 


throwing dirt. The guys who are busy 
racing and staying down on the track 
are gaining as much as a half-second 
| right there at that jump. 


The pushaway movement 

Whether you go high or low is 
determined by what you do the instant 
you are airborne off a jump. As soon as 
the rear tire is in the air, do what I call 
the pushaway. Push the handlebars 
forward and down away from you. 
Move your body back so your arms are 
fully extended and your bottom is 
stretched back clear over the rear 
fender. 

That will rotate the motorcycle so it 
is nearly horizontal, with the front end 
still a little bit higher than the back. 
Instead of shooting for the moon, the 
pushaway movement will put you on a 
low trajectory and also get you in good 
shape to touch down again. 

Jumping is an art and it gives you a 
free and easy feeling like a bird flying 
through the air. When you make a 
graceful takeoff, glide through the air, 
and then make a graceful landing, it's a 
great feeling. In bowling, you know 
whether you have made a good roll or 
not the instant you turn loose the ball. 
When jumping you know if it will be a 
good one or not the instant you are in 
the air. 

When you are going through the air, 
keeping as low as possible, you can have 
the front end a little bit high ‘as 
mentioned above, or level. Midway 
through a jump, your front wheel may 
even be a little bit lower than the rear 
because you will bring the rear down 
just before landing. 

When you are getting ready to land, 
you move your body up over the pegs, 
which automatically lifts the front end a 
little bit and puts the rear end down. 
You also open the throttle just before 
touchdown and this will snap the rear 
tire down onto the ground. The main 


thing that gives you a good landing, if- 


the attitude of the bike is right while 
you are flying, is that quick opening of 
the throttle just before the tire touches 
the ground. 

Sometime you may get into bad 
trouble and see that you are making a 
nose dive into the ground. I didn't 
believe this until I saw it happen and 
then had a couple of experiences doing 
it: Get your throttle wide open. This 
will rotate. the bike in the air and help 
you get down rear wheel first. 


Horizontal jumps 

Let's go over the technique for each 
of those three kinds of jumps. There are 
a few differences. 

On the horizontal jump, or a mound 
of dirt on the track, the sequence is 
this: Go up the ramp with power on. 
Keep power on until the rear wheel 
leaves the ramp. Close the throttle part 


way and simultaneously do the 
pushaway movement. Just before 
touchdown, open the throttle. On 


touchdown, get your weight forward 
and scoot. 


Downhill jumps 

This is going down over a ledge or a 
“waterfall” or any kind of drop-off. If 
there is a takeoff ramp at the top, use it 
and jump exactly as described above. 
Sometimes the track is flat and level 
right up to the edge of the drop-off. If 
you just ride over the edge at constant 
speed you are likely to get into the air a 
little nose-down because the front wheel 
started dropping through the air before 
the rear wheel got over the edge. It is 
better to use a little burst of power and 
pull up on the bars just as the front 
wheel leaves the edge. This will lift the 
wheel up. Hold that amount of power 
until the rear wheel leaves the edge of 
the drop, then throttle down and use 
your normal jumping procedure after 
that. 

Sometimes the ground will not be 
level where you land. If the jump is 
actually on the side of a hill and you are 





traveling downhill when you go over it, 
the track may still be going downhill 
where you land. If you hold the 
motorcycle in the air at the attitude you 
would normally hold it to land on level 
ground you will land with the front 
wheel more than a foot or so above the 
track. 

This doesn't hurt much and it's not 
really hazardous. It is better to 
touchdown with the front tire only 
about a foot above the surface and with 
practice you will be able to adjust your 
takeoff power on the ramp, and your 
pushaway movement, so you land 
properly on a downhill slope. 

Uphill jump 

There are two kinds of these also, 
one where you land on level ground but 
higher than the track was coming into 
the jump. Another where the jump is on 
the side of a hill, going up, and where 
you land is sloping up the hill. 

In the case where the track goes 
uphill where you are going to land, the 
hazard is making a front-wheel 
touchdown. To avoid it, hold the front 





moving the front end down so it is no 
longer standing on its tail. 

You should not go more than about 
three feet in the air over this kind of a 
jump. If you go higher, you didn’t slow 
down enough at the bottom or you used 
too much power on the ramp. 

Because you are low, you just have 
time to complete the pushaway before 
the rear tire gets down on the track. 
Just before rear-end touchdown, get the 
throttle wide open and get your weight 
up on the bars. At this point it is just 
like the starting line. Get it on and go 
away. 

Body English 

The thing we call body English is 
difficult to explain on paper because it’s 
something you feel and do rather than 
think about. We've had a couple of 
simple examples and I will try to give 
you a couple more. : 

Sometimes there is a hill on the track 
and it's flat on top. There is a lip at the 
top of the hill which kicks up your rear 
wheel when you go over it. If you 
charge up the hill you will get airborne 





Just before you get to the jump you should be through braking and ready to apply 
moderate power. As you start up the slope, use about half throttle. Assoon as you 
come over the top, do the pushaway to get the front end down. Just before the 
touchdown, get the throttle wide open and go! 





end a little higher when you are in the 
air. 

The other kind is really troublesome 
to many riders, so let's spend a little 
time on it. 

Visualize a drop-off on a level track 
which would be a down-jump if you 
came at it from above. It is three or four 
feet high, nearly vertical, and extends all 
the way across the. track. Now turn 
around and charge at it from the 
bottom. 

It's scary. You know if you hit that 
vertical wall with any speed it will 
throw you high into the air with the 
motorcycle nearly vertical, rear wheel 
down. Lots of riders land that way and 
go over backwards. 

On this type of jump, the pushaway 
movement is absolutely critical. The 
sequence is this: 

Charge toward the up-jump and then 
apply maximum braking just before 
your front wheel gets on the bottom of 
the jump. You have to use judgement 
and experience here, but leave enough 
room for braking so you can get slowed 
down about as much as if you were 
diving into a very tight turn. 

Then open the throttle about 
halfway and go up the jump with 
medium power. Just as your rear tire 
reaches the top of the jump, close the 
throttle and do a quick pushaway. The 
pushaway will rotate the motorcycle, 


at the top. You know about the 
pushaway motion and landing on the 
rear wheel. 

On this particular hill your line takes 
you up it at an angle or maybe you are 
even turning some as you run up the 
slope. At the top, the lip kicks your 
back tire to one side and you go up in 
the air with the rear part of the 
motorcycle moving sideways. 

That calls for body English. If you 
let the bike move out from under you, 
when you land you won't be over the 
balance point of the motorcycle and 
you will take a tumble. 

What you do is swing your hips in 
the same direction that the rear wheel is 
moving. This is really doing two things 
at the same time. You can't move your 
hips without pushing or pulling on 
something. When you are in the air and 
move your hips to the left, you are 
actually pulling on the motorcycle, 
moving it to the right with your legs. 
The result is you land with the 
motorcycle under you rather than out 
to one side. 

This is a case where the body English 
photos you see are absolutely honest. If 
a guy is flying around up there and the 
rear wheel is moving out from under 
him, he has to use body English to get 
back over the motorcycle so he can 
survive the landing. 


As another example, sometimes 











when you are turning while running up 
a slope you will get in the air at the top. 
In the air you will continue turning and 
when you land the bike will be at an 
angle with respect to the surface and 


also at an angle in respect to the 
direction you were traveling in the air. 

If the traction is very good where I 
amr landing I will stay in a normal 
position on the motorcycle. I will be up 
on the pegs, naturally, and my seat will 
be directly over the seat on the bike. __ 

If the traction is not good I will be 
worried about the wheels sliding out 
when I land. This is similar to an 
off-camber turn or riding on the side of 
the hill. I will move my body weight in 
the direction the wheels might slide so if 
they do they will be sliding under me 
rather than away from me. 

If you have watched top motocross 
racers perform, you have seen them turn 
the bike in mid-air. This seems 
impossible but those guys do it all the 
time. It’s done with body English but 
it’s the hardest trick of all to tell 
somebody how to do. 

The idea of it, and the feeling of it, is 
just this: You have the motorcycle 
between your legs and you can move it 
to the side when you want to. Over a 
jump or over the top of a hill, the 
motorcycle will be in the air and you 
may want to be going in a different 
direction when you land. You can just 
move the rear end over so the bike is 
pointing the way you want to go and 
also so it is leaning in the proper 
direction for the turn you will be 
making. 

The best thing is to watch somebody 
do it and then work your way into it 
gradually. x 
The straight 

Like pearls on a string, these jumps 
and turns on the race track are 
connected together by straights of some 
kind. In every turn there is a starting 
line and from there you blast out onto 
the straight as hard as you can. The 
same rules apply at every start. When 
the front end wants to lift, push it back 
down. The limit of acceleration is when 
the front end is lifting up. If you are 
accelerating and the front end is not 
trying to get off the ground, then you 
don't need as much weight up there. Put 
more on the back and go faster. 

Sometimes you see a racer all 
stretched out on his motorcycle, his rear 
draped over the back fender. What he is 
trying to do is get as much weight as 
possible on that rear tire, so it can get 
the most bite and just a little bit more 
acceleration. He wants to go down that 
straight as quickly as possible and delay 
braking until the last instant before too 
late. What he very sincerely wants to do 
out on that straight is .. . pass you! 

Go practice now 

Those are most of the basic skills 
inyolved in racing motocross, You can: 
learn them one at a time, but usually 
you don't use them singly or in any 
isolated way. You connect them 
together and sometimes do more than 
one at the same time when you are 
racing. 

Even is you have the best intentions, 
you cannot learn, or practice, or 
develop your skills while you are out 
there racing. You can't learn and race at 
the same time. I’ve said that before, 
haven’t I? Don’t follow. Stand up over 
the jumps. I know; I said that before 
too. 
But I’m serious about it and you are 
also. Now is the time to practice. Don’t 
try to do it at dazzling speeds. I 
know... Take a buddy with you so 
you can help each other. And pick each 
other up if you start racing instead of 
learning to race. 

Go do it. Then we will get into racing 
technique, strategy, picking lines, and 
not following. I know .. .

opportunities hit home like the wasted 
hours in a lusty affair. 

In those weeks the machine's timing 
stayed within tolerances, the 
externally-mounted points didn't seem 
to wear or pit, we never missed a shift 
on the slickest, most positive Maico 
gearbox yet encountered, and nothing 
broke or fell off. The big, flat black 
bazooka pipe remained street legal quiet 
(87 dB) and we couldn't find any way 
to crash on the Maico short of hitting a 


* course marking post with the right 


handlebar — and that came from 
attempts to carve ever tighter lines 
around a 180-degree hairpin. 

This is not to say that it wasn’t 
showing some signs of the riding to 
which it had been subjected. Even the 
sexiest lady needs rest and 
refurbishment. The head gasket was 
starting to leak and with 30 hours on 
the engine, it was time for new rings. 
The standard Koni 80 dampers would 
just begin to fade at the end of 30 
minutes of motocross but still 
performed better in concert with their 
100-Ib. springs than most shocks do 
when new. 

The newly configured 
double-downtube,  full-cradle . frame 
never seemed to flex and it didn't crack, 
even with DID rims mounted in place of 
the softer stock steel Radellis. Maico 
fiberglass is still not at the level of a 
$1600 racer but the only cracking was 
from the mounting points on the still air 
box. Though the fiberglass tank is 
standard on Maicos imported to the 
U.S., the slimline alloy tank is standard 
on Europen models. Naturally, a lot of 
the European riders want, that’s right, 
fiberglass tanks. The grass on the other 
side must always look greener, even to 
racers. We wouldn’t be surprised to see 
plastic fenders in the near future, 
however. 





Soul brothers. 


The engine is still as cobby externally 
as you’ve come to expect, with rough 
castings from the side cases to the radial 
head, which is drilled for two 
sparkplugs. Bosch or Champion seem to 
work far better than any. 

Internally, the 400’s porting has been 
modified to deliver the same sort of 
powerband associated with previous 
models of the 450 Maico. The power is 
always there. The 400 no longer comes 
on the pipe; it always pulls without 
wheelspin or cranking the rear-end 
sideways. In a sense, this makes the 
added torque of the 450 now desirable 
only for deep sand or mud as the 
smooth, insistent power delivery of the 
400 equals what the 450 previously 
achieved. 

This feature actually presented two 
problems in adapting to the most 
significant internal change in the 400. 
Response to throttle position is about 
the same no matter where you have it 
twisted, as opposed to, say a Husky ora 
CZ 400 which get hairier and hairier 
progressively as you crank it on. And 
the quiet pipe silenced the engine to the 
point where it took serious listening to 
determine when the engine was about to 
sign off in the dead throttle position 


‘when going into cornérs dnd' braking. 
You do get used to it and learn to like 
the lack of noise but we killed the 
engine a couple of times in the first few 
days simply because you couldn't hear 
if it was turning over or not. The 400 
engine itself acted more bulletproof

than any Maico yet. Nuts stayed pretty 
tight and even the engine mounts néver 
loosened up. 

The Maico bars are right because they 
bring you into the correct position and 
make you ride a Maico correctly. The 
Maico grips are hard, unridged rubber 
and we can't tolerate them. Ourys 
replaced them for the test. That was the 
only change made or really necessary. 
The standard Twin Air filter is the best 
currently available. Our test bike 
already had DID rims, which are not 
stock items. The tubular pegs didn’t slip 
even when really wet and muddy, 
though it seemed like they should. 
Maybe they will under some conditions. 
A new 4.50 Metzeler knobby at the rear 
and a scrubbed-in 3.00 X 21 on the 
front didn’t bother a thing, either. 

Though still not as powerful as that 
of any other 400 motocrosser we can 
think of, the conically-contained front 
brake offers just enough stopping power 
to do the job. It takes longer than 45 
minutes to make it fade, but it will fade 
not much after that. The rear brake, 
brake pedal, linkage, and spring return 
are just fine. You never notice it; you 
just use it. You have to stand up and use 
both brakes to get the designed 
effectiveness out of the stopping units 
but it seems like the Maicowerke are 
determined to maintain their 
“consistent lap time for 45 minutes” 
braking philosophy. Don’t lock ‘em up 
and you don’t fall off. 

The whole package weighs in right 
around 240 pounds depending on the 
amount of 40:1 pre-mixed BelRay in 
the tank. With the notable exception of 
the Bultaco, that seems to be the weight 
of just about every competitive 500 
class production racer on the market 
this year. We're talking about 
ready-to-race pounds, which are all that 
seem to make sense. But the Maico feels 
stable rather than heavy with more 
weight bias to the front wheel than 
other motocrossers. No matter, since 
the horsepower to move that weight at 
any speed is more than adequate. That 
also means there are enough of those 
hard-to-find ponies to win. 

But when you do win on the 400 
Maico it will not be primarily because of 
the horsepower. It will be because of 
that "consistent low lap time" design 
approach. The Maico is easy to ride 
rapidly; more rapidly than you probably 
thought you could. It demands very 
little from you in physical effort or 
survival concentration. It frees you for 
the business of racing. 

Because the design is intended to be 
the absolute but minimum necessary to 
get you to the winner's circle, the 400 
Maico requires some of your attention, 
perhaps more, when you are not racing 
it. The GP 400 with the LTR suspension 
seems to require less maintenance time 
for more performance than any Maico 
has so far. We rode it to break it and 
though we wore it down some, it never 
completely gave up. It is easy to get 
hooked on a ride that makes you feel 
and perform 50% better on just about 
any racing circuit. And that, race fans, is 
really what this motocross thing is all 
about. e.
